At 9:45 a.m. , today, the Director telephonically / 

advised Extra Duty Supervisor | | Domestic 

Intelligence Division, that he wanted no dissemination made 
of any communication from Santo Domingo or Mexico City until 
he had a chance to review them. He advised that the reason 
for this was that Mrs. Johnson was planning a trip to Mexico 
City and President Johnson wanted the Director’s analysis as 
to the security risk involved. The Director advised that he 
had planned to talk to the President later on today or early 
tomorrow morning. He advised that he wished to be advised 
immediately of any communications from Santo Domingo or 
Mexico 'City.
